Ciniulu Pacilic was Fort Simpson, in latitudu 
"i-l :4U. und near tlio southern boundary of 
Alaska, tlio latter universally and erroneously 
buliuvi-d to 1)0 a land of ieo and snow itnd 
jternal winter. By following up the trend 
of tho coast to Mount St. Hltas, ft.'."' miles, 
and UUMICC across the main body ot tlio tei-ri- 
U>ry to Uohrhig's strait, 1,000 miles more, the 
route would lead through the Aleut and Yu- 
kon disti'iets, tho best portion of the old Rus- 
sian territory. Maps, charts, ollicial records, 
mid old Uussian histories were secured and 
carefully studied, and these, with personal 
vvuloiiut) and private letters, all proved tlint 
the country to be passed through hail the cli- 
mate of. Scotland in tlio summer and of I^'ew 
Jersey in the winter. Alasiai jiossessies for- 
ests equaled only by those of central Africa, 
stores of. tho precious metals which will sur- 
pass those of California in her palmiost days, 
tho (rrantest fisheries in the world, a mu^ui- 
tleeut I'ur country, and rich deposits of coal, 
copper nnd other of. earth's treasures, besides 
being adapted for pming and wheat raising. 


Behring's strait lias an average width of 


thirty-six mile*, but at its narrowest point is 
a cluster ot small islands, tho Diomunle group, 
standing liko sentinels at the gateway be- 
tween tho sunny Pacific and tho frozen seas 
of the north. Hero the strait is comparatively 
free from ice tho year round, tho water is 
shallow and furnishes good anchorage Cor 
vessels, and the widest space between any tivo 
points of land between the island aud the two 
continents is only a mile and a half. 
Kuit> 


claims that this strait can Iw easily travoi'sed 
the year round by boats, and also that a tun- 
nel is practicable within a reasonable limit of 
expense. Crossing tho strait is ono of tho 
least difficult stops in tho proposed lino. 


From Capo East, on the Asiatic side, tho 


coast would be hugged as closely as tho con- 
formity of tho country' would permit In order 
to obtain tho benefit of tho milder tempera- 
ture which hero, as iu Alaska, is caused by 
the Kuri Siwo or Japanese current, similar 
to the Gulf stream, but larger. Tho souUiern 
terminus of the roart would bo at Vladiovski, 
an important port or. tlio .Russian frontier, 
near Uio mouth of the Amoor, This section 
of tho lino would 
1m longer than that 


through Alaska, but a largo portion of. it 
would traverse the country declared to have 
the climate of Italy, thanks to the Japanese 
current. At the southern terminus n junc- 
tion would bo made with the Russian system 
of railroads now pushing down the old car- 
avan route toward Irkoutsk, tho capital of 
Siberia, At tho point of proposed junction 
Russia spent $8,000,000 last year in coloniz- 
ing tho province roundabout.

Kussian and Ainerican extremities of the lino 
met it would form a continuous .Hue from 
Boston to London or Liverpool. 


Kent claims that there aro no climatic or 


other natnnil obstacles to interfere with tho 
building and continuous operation of sucu » 
road, and that it will certainly be built some 
timo in tho future. Tho necessities of com- 
merce and transcontinental communication 
may not demand it now, and may not for 
several yoai's to cotno, but he regards both 
the demand and . the supply as a mere ques- 
tion or time.

Alaska is not a now ouo, says The 
of this city. It was first proposed 


seven years ago by Ilaj. W. H. Kent, who 
was for several years in the service of tho 
\\'abosh railway. 


Maj. Kent's views are given below: 
Tho proposed 
western terminus of the 


Canada Paci:lc was Fort Simpson, in latitude 
:.I:-IO, and near th« southern boundary of 
Alaska, the latter universally and erroneously 
lK.-lieved to be a land of ico and snow ilnd 
eternal winter. By following up tho trend 
of the coast to Slount Su Elias, K"> miles, 
and thence across the main body of the terri- 
tory to Uehring's strait, 1,000 miles more, tho 
route would lead through the Aleut and Yu- 
kon districts, tho best portion of tho old Kus- 
sian territory. Maps, charts, olllcial records, 
am! old Russian histories wero secured and 
carefully studied, and these, with personal 
evidence and private- letters, all proved that 
the country to bo passed through had the cli- 
muto of Scotland in the summer and of New 
Jersey in the winter. Alaska possesses for- 
ests equaled only by those of central Africa, 
stores of the precious metals which will sur- 
pass thoso of California in her palmiest days, 
tho grimiest fisheries in the world, n. magr.i- 
llceut fur country, and rich deposits of coal, 
copper nnd other oC earth's treasures, besides 
being adapted for grazing and wheat raising. 


Behi'iug's strait has an average widtli of 


thirty-six miles, but at ite narrowest point is 
a cluster of small islands, tho Diomode group, 
standing like sentinels at tho gateway be- 
tween tho sunny Pacific and the frozen seas 
of thu north. Hero tho strait iscomparntivcly 
free from ice tho year round, tho water is 
shallow nnd furnishes good anchorage for 
vessels, and the widest spaco between any two 
points of Kind between the island aud tiio tuo 
continents Is only a mile and a half. 
Kt.-nt 


claims that this strait can bo easily traversud 
the year round by boats, and also that a tun- 
nel is practicable witliin a reasonable limit OL 
oxpciiso. Crossing tho strait is one of the 
least dlfllcult stops in tho proposed line. 


From Cape East, ou tho Asiatic sido, tho 


const would bo hugged as closely as tho con- 
formity of tho country would permit In order 
to obtain the benefit of the milder tempera- 
ture which here, as iu Alnska, is caused by 
tho Kuri Siwo or Japanese currant, similar 
tothoGu'f stream, but larger. The southern 
terminus of tho road would bo at Vladiuvski, 
an important port on tho .Russian frontier, 
near tho mouth of the Anioor. This section 
of tlio lino would 
be longer than that 


through Alaska, but a largo portiuu of it 
would travel-so tho countiy declared to havo 
the climate of Italy, thanl^ to the Japanese 
current. At tho southern terminus a junc- 
tion would be made with the Russian system 
of railroads now pushing down tho old car- 
avan route toward Irkoutsk, tho capital of 
Siberia. At the point of proposed junction 
Russia spent $3,000,000 last year in coloniz- 
ing tho province roundabout. "U'hcn the 
Russian and American extremities of the lino 
met it would form a continuous-lino from 
Boston to London or Livei-pool. 


Kent claims that there uro no climatic or 


other natural obstacles to interfere with tho 
building and continuous Deration of such a 
road, aud that it will certainly bo built some 
timo in tho future. Tho necessities of com- 
merce and transcontinental communication 
may not demand it now, and may not for 
several years to come, but ho regards both 
tho demand and . the supply as a ruero ques- 
tion of timo. 


Ho !ins corresponded with tho Russian 


government, and received tho most flatter- 
ing encouragement from Gen. Aubril, minis- 
ter of the interior, and others, being urged to 
visit St. Petersburg in person. Hu was as- 
sured that if ho did not receive tho substan- 
tial aid desired, ho would at least bo decor- 
ated and otherwiso suitably rewarded. In 
America, ho sayn, his greatest encourago- 
maiit 
has 
been from railroad men of 


widest experience. S'. T. Curgess, 
chief 


engineer of tho Denver & Rio Grande road, 
tlio most dilllcult piece of railroad engini:or-_ 
ing over done in tho west, pronounced tho' 
plan "tho grandest proposed in tho -present 
century and entirely practicable." Assist- 
ant General Manager Kimball, of the Union 
Pacific; who is familiar with the northern 
country, says that "tho project Is not half as 
visionary as tho building of tho Union Pa- 
cific, nor a tenth part as chimerical as tho 
Mexican Central, both of which aro now 
realities,"

forced by said city. 


Jictvlml, That a committee of ten bo 


appointed by tho chairman ot this moot- 
in;;, whose duty it uball be to present 
these resolutions to suid commou couu. 
cil and urge upon it immediate action iu 
the premises, and that said committOb 
be authorized to call such public meet- 
ings from time tu time hereafter as it 
shall deem proper. 


Mr. Wmans then mored that tho reso- 


lutions be adopted as the sense of tho 
meeting: 


Mr. S:ile stated that ho would likff 


something more fiTechvp. It seemed to 
him that tin. inevitable result ot placing 
tho biuldiug where it is would be making 
the Iirst ward, west of Jackson street u 


over platform Cars iu order to get to liis 
place of business, and had often waited 
fifteen minutes for tha car* to bo moved 
off the streets 


Mr. Valentine was dealing with rail- 


roads, and -would take a superintendent's 
word an soon as he would any man's in 
tho city. He believed tho company 
would work for tho interest ot 'tho pub- 
lic, provided it did not clash with their 
own interest. 


Mr. Street had frequently timed trains 


standing on the streets for halt an hour. 


H. F. Bliss said that he was not in^the 


employ of the railroad aud in no way 
obligated to them; that he had beeu 11 lib- 
eral patron ot both roads for a good 
many years, and while ho was in favor ot 
the oity demanding the enforcement oC 
rigid rules as regards flagmen and gates 
at the pimcipal street crossings, yet he 
thought the resolutions proposed -were 
more radical than the occasion demanded. 
He believed that the statement made by 
the company's agent, Mr. Croft, iu re- 
gard to tho uew depot having a tendency 
to lessen tho switching on the principal 
streets, to bo correct. 
He had been a res- 


ident of the first ward for some time, and 
during tho past fifteen years had not lust 
half an hour altogether waiting for trains 
at the Jackson street crossing, 


Tho resolutions were then adopted and 


the chair appointed as the committee to ! 
present tho matter to the common couu- j 


cil, Messrs. John Winans, J, W..Sale, W- j 
F. Carlo, S. Trulson, J. W. Kush, J. A. j 
Dcnniaton, D, Conger, E. D. Tall man, A. j 
M. Valentine and N. O. Clark. 


The meeting then adjourned.
